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the  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  ex-qfficio  members  of  this 
Secretary  of  ^^^^^  5  ^^^  ^^  shall  be'^its  duty  to  do  all  and  ererything 
State.  which  may  and  will  advance  and  encourage  immigration 

to  this  State,  either  from  other  States  or  from  Europe, 

Sec,  8,  Be  it  further  enacted^  Thdit  the  Board  shall 
cause  to  be  published,  from  time  to  time,  in  such  manner 
Publications.  ^  ^^  ^^7  ^^^  proper  and  advisable,  pamphlets,  essays, 
newspaper  articles  and  advertisements,  descriptive  of  the 
developed  and  undeveloped  resources  of  the  State,  agri- 
cultural and  mineral ;  and  setting  forth  such  other  facts 
and  information  as  shall  have  a  tendency  to  attract 
attention  and.  encourage  immigration  to  the  State.  It 
shall  also  have  power  to  appoint  an  Agent  or  Agents 
for  the  Northern  or  Eastern  States  of  the  United  States, 
Agents.  or  for  Europe,  for  the  purpose  of  advancing  immigra- 
tion ;  such  Agent  or  Agents,  to  act  under  the  instruc- 
tions of  said  board  of  Immigration ;  and  shall  receive 
such  compensation  for  their  services  as  said  Board 
shall  allow,  to  b'e  paid  out  of  any  funds  that  may  here- 
after be  created ;  and  the  said  Board  may  do  any  act, 
and  employ  or  draft  any  agencies  or  appliances,  calcu- 
lated or  necessary  to  effect  the  purpose  designed  by  this 
Act.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  (f 
ike  State  (f  Tenneesee^  That  the  State  of  Tennessee,  by 
this  Act,  accepts  all  the  provisions  of  An  Act  of  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  of  America,  approved  July 
2,  1862,  and  subsequent  Acts,  entitled  *'  An  Act  dona- 
ting public  lands  to  the  several  States  and  Territories,  State's 
which  may  provide  Colleges  for  the  benefit  of  Agricul-  ^^^^^ 
tnre  and  the  Mechanic  Arts,"  and  assents  to  the  condi- 
tions specified  in  said  Act,  especially  all  those  set  forth 
in  the  fifth  section  thereof,  and  numbered  first,  second, 
third,  fourth,  fifth,  and  sixth. 

Sec,  2.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Governor  of 
this  State  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  notify  Governor  to 
the  proper  authorities  of  the  United  States,  of  the  pas-  notify,  etc 
sage  of  this  Act,  by  filing  with  them  an  authenticated 
copy  thereof;  and  to  take  such  other  steps  as  may  be 
necessary  to  obtain  the  land  scrip  to  which  the  State  of 
Tennessee  is  entitled,  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of 
Congress  referred  to  in  the  foregoing  section  ;  and  such 
scrip,  when  obtained,  shall  be  held  by  the  Governor  for

Secretary  of  State  shall  assign,  at  such  time  and  upon 
such  terms  as  they  may  deem  best  for  the  interests  of 
Tennessee,  or  as  the  Legislature  may  hereafter  by  law 
direct,  the  whole,  or  any  part,  of  the  scrip  or  land  war- 
rants issued,  or  to  be  issued,  to  this  State,  by  virtue  of

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  proceeds  of  the

Btitution  of  the  United  States,  declares  that  private 
property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  just 
compensation  ;  Thereforej  In  order  that  justice  amy  be 
done,  in  accordance  with  said  proTision,  and  that  the 
loyal  citizens  of  Tennessee  may  be  remunerated  for 
their  actual  losses ;

dered, then  the  time  and  the  service  being  proven,  the 
amount  of  wages  shall  be  left  blank;  to  be  determined 
by  the  General  Government.

AN  ACT   to  Establish  a  Board  of  County  Commissioners  for  the 
County  of  Da?id8on. 

Section  1.  Be  U  enaded  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  cf 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  That  there  shall  bo,  and  is  here- 
by, established  in  iind  for  the  County  of  Davidson,  in 
this  State,  a  Board  of  County  Commissioners,  to  couFist 
of  five  members,  who  shall  be  qualified  voters  of  this 
State,  and  who,  previous  to  their  election,  shall  have  been 
citizens  not  less  than  two  years,  each,  to  serve  for  the  pe- 
riod of  five  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and 
qualified,  except  only  as  hereinafter  provided.

Sbction  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Ghneral  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  That  An  Act  to  amend  the 
Bevenue  Laws  of  this  State^  Chapter  8,  passed  May 
24th,  1865,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended^  so  that 
the  following  rate  of  taxation  shall  oe  levied  and  col- 
lected, as  now  required  by  law,  or  by  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  for  State  purposes :  On  every  taxable  poll,  one 
dollar  and  twenty -five  cents ;  on  every  hundred  dollars* 
worth  of  taxable  property,  forty  cents;  all  interest-pay- 
ing State,  county  and  corporation  bonds,  owned  by 
citizens  of  this  State,  whether  on  deposit^  in  or  out  of 
this  State,  shall  be  taxed  forty  cents  on  the  one  hun- 
dred dollars  for  State  purposes,  and  twenty  cents  as  a 
school  tax,  on  their  real  value,  as  compared  with 
moneys  receivable  for  State  and  county  tax,  at  par. 

Sso.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  Foreign  In- 
surance Companies  doinff  business  in  this  State,  whether 
fire,  marine,  accident  or  \Hq,  shall  pay,  annually,  on  tak- 
ing out  or  renewing  a  license,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  \  whether  foreign  or  chartered  by  this 
State,  and  whether  fire,  marine,  accident  or  life,  shall 
pay  monthly,  a  tax  of  one-and-a-half  per  cent,  on  the 
gross  amount  of  premiums  received  by  them,  whether 
said  premiums  be  received  in  cash  or  premium  notes; 
and  the  payment  of  said  tax  shall  be  based  upon  a 
statement  of  the  business  of  the  company,  during  the 
preceding  month,  sworn  to  by  two  persons  connected 
with  said  company;  and  payment  on  such  sworn  state- 
ment, shall  be  regularly  made  to  the  Comptroller  of  the 
State. 

Seo.  3.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  every  Insurance 
Company  doing  business  in  the  State,  whetner  fire,  ma- 
rine, accident  or  life,  and  whether  chartered  by  this 
State  or  not,  shall  be  required  to  deposit  with  the 
Comptroller  of  this  State,  twenty  thousand  dollars  of 
six  per  cent,  bonds  of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  or  of  the 
United  States,  as  security  for  risks  taken  by  citizens  of 
this  State;  and  if  the  agent  or  agents  of  any  Insurance 
Company,  after  the  passage  of  this  Act,  shall  take  risks 
without  first  making  this  deposit,  the  agent  or  agents  so 
offending,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be 
fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for 
each  offender,  one-third  of  which  shall  be  given  to  the 
person  on  whose  information  the  conviction  of  the 
offense  is  based,  and  the  balance  shall  be  paid  into  the 
Treasury  of  the  State.

Cattle  dealers,  whose  business  is  buying  and  selling 
cattle,  sheep,  or  hogs,  a  tax  of  ten  dollars. 

Brewers  shall  pay  a  privilege  tax  of  one  hundred 
dollars. 

Pawnbrokers,  a  privilege  tax  of  five  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars. 

AH  claim  agents,  a  tax  of  twenty-five  dollars;  pro- 
vided  that  all  claim  agents  whose  practice  is  exclusively 
confined  to  prosecuting  claims  for  back  pay  and  bounty, 
and  applications  for  pensions,  shall  be  exempt. 

All  intelligence  office  keepers,  a  tax  of  twenty-five 
dollars.

AN  ACT  to  Redaoe  the  sereral  Acts  incorporating  the  Town  of 
Morristown  in  one  Act,  and  to  Amend  the  same. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Cfeneral  Assembly  qf 
the  JSiate  qf  Tennessee,  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town 
of  Morristwn,  as  the  same  extends  and  is  laid  out,  are 
hereby  constituted  a  corporation  and  body  politic,  by  the 
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name  and  style  of  the  "  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  ^  . 

Town  of  Morristown,"  and  by  the  same  name  shall  have  Aldermen. 

perpetual  succession;  shall  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 

be  impleaded,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  in  all 

actions  whatsoever;    may  purchase,  receive  and   hold 

property,  real  and   personal   in  their  said  town,  and 

may  sell,  lease  or  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of 

said  town;  and  may  purchase,  receive  and  hold   prop* 

erty,  real  and  personal,  beyond  the  limits  of  the  town,  *^°^®"»  ®^- 

to  be  used  for  the  burial  of  the  dead;  and  may  sell, 

lease  or  dispose  of,  such  property,  for  the  benefit  of  the 

town;  and  to  do  all  other  acts  touching  the  same,  as 

natural  persons.    They  shall  have  and  use  a  common 

seal,  and  change  it  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  a 
Town  Council,  to  consist  of  a  Mayor  and  Aldermen. 
The  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  consist  of  six  members 
from  said  town,  chosen  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
town,  respectively,  for  one  year.    No  person  shall  be  an 
Alderman,  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Tennes-  To  be  bona 
see,  and  a  bona  jide  resident  in  the  town  for  which  he  i8^<^  oitUens, 
elected.     Any  Alderman,  after  his  election,  removing       '  ®*^' 
from  the  town,  shall  thereby  vacate  his  said  office.   Each 
Alderman  shall,  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office,  take  an  oath  that  he  will  faithfully  demean  him- 
self in  said  office.    All  vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men shall  be  filled  by  the  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  re- 
maining members. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  furth&r  enacted,  That  the  Mayor  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  town;  and  shall 
hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  shall  ^^®*'^*®"*' 
be  elected  and  qualified.  No  person  shall  be  elected 
Mayor  who  is  not,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  a  citizen 
of  the  State  of  Tennessee,  and  a  Ixma  fde  resident  of 
said  town.  When  two  or  more  pei*sons  shall  have  an 
equal  number  of  votes  for  the  office  of  Mayor,  the  elec- 
tion shall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the 
Council  elect.

Be  it  further  enaded,  That  an  election  for 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  be  held  in  said  town,  by  the 
Judges  and  Clerks  of  the  election  appointed  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Registration  of  Grainger  or  Jeflferson 
County,  Tennessee,  on  the  last  Saturday  of  September. 
The  voters  shall  vote  by  ballot,  and  reside  within  said 
town.  Non-resident  freeholders  may  vote  in  said  town 
where  their  freehold  is  situated.    The  voters,  in  said 

Elwtion,  how  election,  shall  have  Certificates  of  Registration  under

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  (/

work,  or  to  furnish  any  materials  which  may  be  accepted 
by  th  3  company;  and  provided,  further,  that  subscriptions 
to  said  capital  stock  may  be  made  in  real  estate,  situated 
in  Tennessee.    If  said  subscriptions  shall  be  tendered  to 
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the  Board  of  Directors,  after  their  organization,  said 
real  estate  to  be  taken  at  its  cash  value — to  be  assessed  ^^^i  ^^^^^  ^o 
at  the  time  by  three  Commissioners,  on  oath,  (of  whom  be  assessed, 
two  shall  be  selected  by  the  company,  and  one  by  the 
person  proposing  to  subscribe.)  Upon  their  report,  in 
writing,  describing  the  land  and  assessing  its  cash  value, 
the  company  may  receive  the  same  at  its  value,  and  issue 
a  Stock  Certificate;  and  may  take  a  deed  of  convey- 
ance, in  fee-simple;  and  the  real  estate  received  for  stock 
subscriptions,  and  which  the  company  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  receive,  shall  be  over  and  above  the  tea  thousand 
acres  mentioned  in  the  second  section  of  this  Act;  and 
provided^  further^  that  the  installment  of  one  per  cent, 
provided  for  in  the  former  part  of  this  section,  shall  not 
be  payable  in  real  estate. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enaded,  That  at  the  expiration 
of  the  period  for  which  the  books  are  first  opened,  if 
two  thousand  shares  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have  been 
subscribed,  and  if  not,  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  same 
shall  be  subscribed,  said  Commissioners,  or  a  majority  ^"'™*®^^'**' 
of  them  then  living,  shall  call  a  meeting,  at  such  time 
and  place,  as  a  majority  of  those  acting,  shall  designate, 
giving,  at  least,  ten  days'  notice,  of  the  time  and  place, 
in  one  or  more  papers  published  in  Paducah,  Kentucky,  or 
at  Jackson,  Tennessee;  and  at  such  meeting,  said  Com- 
missioners shall  lay  the  subscription  books  before  the 
subscribers  then  present;  and  thereupon,  said  subscribers, 
or  a  majority  of  them  then  present,  shall  have  power  to 
elect,  o.ut  of  their  own  number,  by  ballot,  nine  Directors, 
to  manage  the  affairs  of  said  company;  and  these  nine^^®^^^"* 
Directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to 
elect  a  President  of  said  company,  from  among  the  Di- 
rectors and  to  allow  him  such  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices, as  they  may  think  proper;  and  at  such  election, 
and  on  all  other  occasions,  when  a  vote  of  the  stock- 
holders of  said  company  is  to  be  taken,  each  stockholder 
shall  be  allowed  one  vote  for  every  share  of  stock  owned 
by  such  voter;  and  any  stockholder  may,  in  writing,  de-  Noting, 
pute  any  other  person  to  act  as  proxy  for  it,  him,  or 
her;  and  said  Commissioners  aforesaid,  or  any  three  of 
them,  shall  be  Judges  of  said  first  election. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  to  continue  the  Annual 
succession  of  the  President  and  Directors  of  said  com-  ©lection, 
pany,  nine  Directors  shall  be  chosen  annually,  on  the  first 
Saturday  in  June,  of  each  year,  at  such  place  as  the 
President  and  Directors  may  appoint,  by  the  stockhold- 
ers of  said  company;  Provided,  that  the  President 
and  Directors  may  change  the  time  and  place  of  holding 
elections,  upon  publishing  such  change,  not  less  than 
thirty  days  prior  to  the  election,  in  the  papers  aforesaid; 
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and  that  the  Directors  of  said  company,  or  a  major- 
ity of  them,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  judges  of 
elections,  and  to  elect  a  President  of  said  company,  from 
among  themselves,  and  to  allow  him  such  compensation 
for  his  services,  as  they  may  deem  proper;  and,  if  any 
vacancy  shall  occur,  by  death,  resignation,  or  refusal  to 
act,  of  any  President  or  Director,  before  the  year  for 
which  he  was  elected  shall  have  expired,  a  person  to  fill 
such  vacancy,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  and 
Directors,  or  a  majority  of  them;  and  that  the  President

days  thereafter,  upon  notice  published  in  the  papers 
aforesaid. 

Sbg.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  a  general  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  may  be  called  at 
any  time  during  the  interval  between  the  annual  meet- 
ings, by  the  President  and  Directors,  or  a  maj  >rity  of 
them,  or  by  the  stockholders  owning  one-half  of  all  the 
stock  subscribed,  upon  giving  thirty  days'  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  holding  the  same,  in  the  newspapers 
aforesaid ;  and  when  any  such  meeting  is  called  by  the 
stockholders,  such  notice  shall  specify  the  object  of  the 
call;  and  if,  at  any  such  called  meeting,  a  majority,  in 
value,  of  all  the  stockholders,  are  not  present,  in  per- 
son, or  by  proxy,  the  same  shall  be  adjourned  from  day 
to  day,  without  transacting  any  business,  for  any  time 
not  exceeding  five  days;  and  if,  within  said  five  days, 
stockholders,  having  a  majority  in  value,  of  all  the  stock 
subscribed,  do  not  attend  in  person,  or  by  proxy,  such 
meeting  shall  be  dissolved. 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  and 
^°^"*^ '^'^  Directors  of  said  company,  in  office  for  the  preceding 
year,  shall,  at  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  account  of  the  affairs 
of  said  company;  that  at  any  called  meetingof  the  stock- 
holders, a  majority  in  value,  of  the  whole  of  the  stock 
subscribed,  being  present,  may  demand  and  require  similar 
statements  irom  the  President  and  Directors,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  furnish  such  statement  when  so  required. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President  and 
Directors  of  said  company,  before  he  or  they  act  as  such, 
shall  swear,  or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  they  will, 
well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and  judgment;  and  the 
said  President  and  Directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall  have  power  to  elect  or  appoint  a  Treasurer  of  said 
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company,  and  require  and  take  of  him,  a  bond,  in  such 
penalty,  and  with  such  securities  as  they  may  prescribe,  p^,  ^^ 
payable  to  said  company,  conditioned  for  the  faithful 
keeping  and  disbursing  of  all  such  moneys  as  may  come 
into  his  hands,  and  with  such  other  conditions  as  may  be 
prescribed;  upon  which  bond,  recovery  may  be  had  for  a 
breach  of  the  conditions  thereof,  by  suit  in  the  name  of 
the  company,  in  any  court  having  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  9.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That,  if  any  of  the 
stock  authorized  by  this  Act,  shall  remain  unsubscribed  unsubficribed 
until  after  the  election  of  President  and  Directors,  as  stock, 
provided  for  in  the  fourth  section  of  this  Act,  the  said 
President  and  Directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  power  to  open  the  books,  and  receive  subscriptions 
to  the  stock  which  shall  remain  unsubscribed,  or  to  sell 
and  dispose  of  the  same,  for  the  benefit  of  the  company, 
not  under  the  par  value  of  such  stock;  and  the  subscri- 
bers, or  purchasers  of  such  stock,  shall  have  all  the 
rights  of  original  subscribers,  and  be  subject  to  the  same 
regulations  and  liabilities. 

Sec.  10.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  President  and 
Directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may  appoint  all  suchQ^^^j^ 
officers,  agents  or  servants,  as  they  may  deem  expedient  Agents,  eio. 
for  the  business  of  the  company,  and  may  remove  the 
same  at  pleasure;  or  said  Board  of  Directors  may  dele- 
gate to  tiieir  President  the  power  to  appoint,  or  remove, 
any  or  all  such  employes,  subject  to  their  approval  at 
their  first  meeting  thereafter;  that  they,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  may  determine  by  contract,  the  pay  of  such  officers, 
agents  or  servants,  and  regulate  by  by-laws,  the  manner 
of  adjusting  all  accounts  against  the  company,  and  the 
extent  of  the  liability  of  the  company  to  its  employes; 
that  they  shall  have  power  to  erect  warehouses,  work- 
shops, eating  houses,  and  other  buildings,  or  edifices, 
necessary  or  convenient  for  the  use  of  said  company;  l^^?^^^/" 
that  they  shall  have  power  to  direct  and  regulate  in 
what  manner  and  by  what  evidence,  stock  in  said  com- 
pany may  be  transferred;  and  to  pass  all  by-laws  they 
may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  exercising  the  powers 
hereby  vested  in  said  company,  and  for  carrying  into 
effect  this  Act,  and  to  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  Pfo- 
vided,  the  same  be  not  contrary  to  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State* 

Sec.  11.  Beit  further  enacted,  That  if  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  insufficient  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President  and 
Directors  to  increase  the  same  as  much  as  they  may  ^ay  ^^/^[^"J 
deem  necessary,  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  five  million  ^*P' 
dollars,  giving  notice  as  herein  before  required;  and  the 
said  company  may  borrow  any  sum  of  money,  not  ex- 
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ceeding  one-and-a-half  millions  of  dollars,  and  secure 
the  payment  of  the  same  by  the  issue  of  first  mortgage 
bonds  of  their  road,  or  in  such  way  as  may  be  agreed 
upon. 

Sec.  12.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  President 
and  Directors  of  said  company  are  hereby  vested  with 
all  powers  and  rights  necessary  to  the  construction  of  a 
railroad  from  Jackson,  Tennessee,  to  the  Kentucky  State 
line,  along  such  route  as  may  be  selected  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  Directors;  and  that  they  may  cause  to  be  made, 
contracts,  which  shall  be  signed  by  the  President,  with 
any  corporations,  companies,  or  individuals,  for  making 
said  road,  or  any  part  of  it;  and  that  they  may  pur- 
chase, or  lease  any  road,  or  roads,  connecting  with  their 
said  road;  and  that  they,  their  agents,  engineers,  etc., 
or  those  with  whom  they  may  contract  for  surveying  or 
making  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  may  enter  upon, 
Maynselandfluse,  and  excavate,  any  land  which  maybe  wanted  for 
the  site  of  said  road,  or  the  erection  of  warehouses,  or 
other  structures,  or  works  necessary  and  convenient  to 
said  road,  or  for  its  use,  or  for  any  other  purpose  neces- 
sary or  useful  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  said 
road,  or  its  works  and  appurtenances;  and  that  they 
may  build  bridges  and  construct  tunnels;  Provided,  such 
bridges  shall  not  obstruct  navigation,  or  any  navigable 
stream;  and  may  fix  scales  and  weights,  take  and  use 
timber,  earth,  gravel,  stone  and  other  materials  necessa- 
ry or  useful  in  the  construction  and  repair  of  said  road. 

Sec.  13.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  President  and 
Directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  or  their  authorized 
agents,  may  agree  with  the  owners  of  any  land,  earth, 
stone,  timber,  or  other  materials  or  improvements,  which 
may  be  wanted  for  the  construction  or  repair  of  said 
road,  or  any  of  their  works,  for  the  purchase  in  fee,  or 
otherwise,  and  occupation  of  the  same;  and  if  they  can- 
not agree,  or  if  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  of  them  be 
a  feme  covert,  under  asre,  non  compos  mentis,  or  out  of 
the  county  in  which  the  property  wanted  may  lie,  ap- 
plication may  be  made  to  any  Justice  of  the  Peace  of 
said  county,  who  shall,  thereupon,  issue  his  warrant,  di- 
rected to  the  SheriflF,  or  any  Constable  of  said  county, 
requiring  him  to  summon  twenty  discreet  men,  not  re- 
lated to  the  owner,  nor  in  any  way  interested,  to  meet 
on  the  land,  or  near  the  property  or  materials  to  be  valu- 
ed, on  a  day  named  in  said  warrant,  not  less  than  ten 
nor  more  than  twenty  days  after  the  issuing  of  the  same; 
and  if,  at  the  time  and  place,  any  of  said  jurors  do  not 
attend,  said  Sheriff  or  Constable,  shall  forthwith  summon 
as  many  jurors  as  may  be  necessary,  with  the  jurors  in 
attendance;  and  from  them  each  party,  if  present,  or,  if 
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not  preeent,  by  agent  or  otherwise,  the  SheriflF  or  Con- 
stable, for  the  party  absent,  may  strike  off  four  jurors, 
and  tlie  remaining  twelve  shall  act  as  the  jury  of  inquest 
of  damages.  Before  the  jury  acts,  the  Sheriff  or  Con- 
stable, shall  administer  to  them  an  oath  or  affirmation,  q^^ 
that  they  will  justly  and  impartially  fix  the  damage  which 
the  owner,  or  owners,  will  sustain  by  the  use  and  occu- 
pation of  said  property,  required  by  said  company?  and 
the  jury,  in  estimating  damages,  shall  find  for  the  owner, 
or  owners,  the  actual  value  of  the  land,  or  other  thing 
proposed  to  be  taken;  but,  in  estimating  damages  re- Damages, 
suiting  incidentally  to  the  other  land,  or  other  property 
of  such  owners,  they  shall  offset  the  advantages  to  such 
residue,  to  be  derived  from  the  building  and  operating 
of  said  road,  by,  through,  or  near  such  residue.  The 
jury  shall  reduce  their  verdict  to  writing,  and  sign  the 
same,  and  it  shall  be  returned  by  the  Sheriff  or  Consta- 
ble to  the  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  qf  his  county,  and 
such  Clerk  shall  receive  and  file  it  in  his  office;  and 
such  verdict  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  Circuit  Court  at 
its  next  regular  term,  if  no  sufficient  reason  is  shown  by  y^rdiot 
either  party  for  setting  it  aside;  and  when  so  confirmed, 
it  shall  be  recorded  by  the  Clerk,  at  the  expense  of  said 
company;  but,  if  set  aside,  the  court  shall  direct  another 
inquisition  to  be  held  by  the  Sheriff  of  the  county,  in  the 
manner  above  prescribed;  Provided^  That  the  company 
may  proceed  to  construct  their  said  road  as  soon  as  the 
first  verdict  of  the  jury  shall  be  returned,  whether  the 
same  be  set  aside,  and  a  new  jury  ordered,  or  not.  And 
every  inquisition  shall  describe  the  property,  or  the  bounds 
of  the  land  condemned,  and  the  duration  of  interest  in  the 
same,  valued  for  the  company;  and  each  valuation,  when 
tendered  or  paid  to  the  owner  or  owners  of  said  proper- 
ty, or  to  the  Sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  said  inquest  is 
held,  when  the  owner  or  owners  do  not  reside  in  such 
county,  shall  entitle  said  company  to  the  use,  or  interest 
in  the  same,  thus  valued,  as  fully  as  it  it  had  been  con- 
veyed to  it  by  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  same;  and 
the  valuation  of  the  same,  if  not  received  when  tendered,  ValuaUon. 
may  at  any  time  thereafter,  within  one  year,  be  received 
from  the  company,  without  costs  or  interest,  by  the  own- 
ers, his,  their,  or  its  legal  representatives;  Provided^ 
that  land  condemned  for  road-way,  shall  not  be  more 
than  one  hundred  feet  wide,  unless  said  company  shall 
file  with  the  Justice,  at  the  time  of  applying  for  a  war- 
rant, the  affidavit  of  some  one  ot  its  engineers,  stating 
that  a  greater  width  is  necessary,  and  how  much  more 
is  required,  when  the  inquisition  shall  be  for  the  quanti- 
ty thus  stated. 
Sec  14.  Be  it  further   enacted^   That,   whenever  it 
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shall  be  necessary  for  said  company  to  have,  use,  or  oc- 
cupy  any  land,  material,  or  other  property,  in  order  to 
the  construction  or  repairing  of  said  road  or  their  ne- 
ce8.sary  works  or  buildings,  the  President  and  Directors, 
or  their  agents,  or  those  contracting  with  them,  for  con- 
structing or  repairing  the  same,  may,  immediately,  take 
^*y  *^®^^^  and  use  the  same;  they  having:  first  caused  the  property 
ateiy?"  *"  wanted,  to  be  viewed  by  a  jury,  formed  as  hereinbefore 
prescribed;  and  it  shall  not  be  necessary,  after  such  view, 
in  order  to  the  use  and  occupation  of  the  same,  to  wait 
the  issue  of  the  proceedings,  upon  such  inquest;  and  the 
inquest  of  the  jury,  after  the  payment  of  tender  of  such 
valuation,  shall  be  a  bar  to  all  actions  for  taking  and 
using  such  property,  whether  before  or  after  such  confir- 
mation or  payment  of  such  valuation. 

Sec.  15.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  any  county,  town, 
TowDB,  Cities  or  city,  through  which  said  proposed  road  shall  pass,  is 
^^  ^^ubaorib  ^^^^^^^  authorized  to  subscribe  stock  in  said  railroad 
Btook.^Bue  *  company,  in  any  amount,  any  such  town,  city,  or  county 
bonds,  etc.  may  desire;  and  the  County  Court  of  any  such  county, 
is  authorized  to  issue  the  bonds  of  their  respective  coun- 
ties, in  such  amount  as  the  County  Court  may  direct; 
and  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  any  town,  or  the  May- 
or and  Aldermen,  or  Council  of  any  city,  are,  hereby, 
authorizetl  to  issue  the  bonds  of  their  respective  towns 
or  cities  in  like  manner.  All  said  bonds  shall  be  payable

Mayor  and  Aldermen  or 
Council  of  any  city  or  the  County  Court  of  any  county, 
may,  by  order,  direct;  and,  should  a  majority  of  the  qual- 
ified voters,  voting  at  any  such  election,  vote  in  favor  of 
subscribing  stock  in  said  railroad  company,  or  should  a 
majority  of  the  qualified  voters  of  any  county,  city,  or 
town,  through  which  said  railroad  may  pass,  petition  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  any  town,  the  Mayor  and  Coun- 
cil of  any  city,  or  the  County  Court  of  any  county,  to  sub- 
scribe stock  in  said  railroad,  designating  in  said  petition, 
the  amount  to  be  subscribed;  then,  in  either  event,  it  is

County  Court  of  any  county,  to  which  such  vote  or  petition 
shall  be  presented,  to  make  the  subscription,  in  the  name 
of  their  respective  towns,  cities,  or  counties,  and  pro- Same, 
ceed  to  have  issued,  the  bonds,  to  the  amount  of  such 
subscription  as  hereinbefore  directed;  and  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  any  town,  Mayor  and  Council  of  any  city, 
or  County  Court  of  any  county,  that  may  subscribe  for  * 

stock  in  said  railroad,  are  hereby,  authorized  and  re- 
quired to  levy  a  tax  upon  the  taxable  property  of  the  May  levy  Tax 
tax  payers,  of  their  respective  towns,  cities  or  countie?, 
taxable  under  the  revenue  laws  of  this  State,  a  sum  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  and  the  cost  of 
collecting  the  same,  as  the  same  matures;  and  at  the 
maturity  of  said  bonds,  a  tax,  in  like  manner,  that  will 
pay  the  principal  of  said  bonds;  also,  to  provide  sinking 
funds  for  their  respective  towns,  cities,  or  counties,  to 
meet  said  bonds,  or  any  number  of  them,  before  the 
same  matures.  And  any  tax  payer,  paying  tax  to  said 
railroad,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  stock  in  said  railroad,  to  the  amount  of  taxes  r^^^  payers' 
he  may  pay  towards  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  stock, 
interest  of  any  of  said  bonds;  and  to  that  extent,  the 
said  towns,  cities,  and  counties  shall  be  divested  of  stock 
in  said  railroad;  and  certificates  of  stock  shall  be  issued, 
by  the  proper  officers  of  said  railroad  company,  when- 
ever tax  receipts,  to  the  amount  of  one  or  more  shares 
shall  be  presented,  by  any  tax  payer  of  said  town,  city, 
or  county.  And  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  any  town, 
the  Mayor  and  Council  of  any  city,  the  County  Court 
of  any  county,  shall  have  power  to  enforce  the  collection  How.coUected 
of  said  railroad  tax,  as  other  taxes,  and  appoint  Collec- 
tors, or  require  the  Sheriff  or  Marshals  to  collect  the 
same,  and  take  such  bond,  from  any  such  officer,  as  they 
may  prescribe. 

Sec.  16.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  take  effect 
from  and  after  its  passage.

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CHAPTER  XXIX. 

AM  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  Tennessee  Colored  Banking  and  Real 
Estate  Association,  of  Memphis. 

Section  1.  Be  it  eruzd^  by  the  Oeneral  AsseniUy  of 
Incorporators  the  State  of  Tennessee^  That  Wm.  T.  Kennedy,  H.  0, 
Carter,  Edward  Shaw,  Thomas  Bradshaw,  James  Hicks, 
David  Randolph,  Joseph  Clauster,  Sr.,  and  their  asso- 
ciates and  successors,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  nameand  style  of  the 
'^Tennessee  Colored  Bankinfz^  and  Real  Estate  Associa- 
tion,'' and  by  that  name,  shall  have  succession,  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  generally  to  do  every 
Rights,  etc.  act  and  thing  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  and  promote  the  objects  and  designs  of  their 
Association  for  the  space  of  twenty  years  from  and 
after  the  1st  of  January,  1868.

Waters,  E.  J.  Gollady>  C.  C.  H.  Burton,  Thomas  J. 
Stratton,  J.  B.  Richmond,  J.  W.  Phillips,  E.  S.  Smith, 
A.  W.  Cox,  J.  B.  Scoby,  Samuel  McEipatrick,  of  Wilson 
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County;  and  John  W.  Head,  J.  H.  Rces,  Wm,  Dodd, 
A.  C.  Franklin,  W.  S.  Monday,  James  Vertree?,  J.  B. 
Hobdy,  James  P.  Lauck,  Lee  H.  Alley,  T.  McKin- 
ley,  and  James  Peacock,  of  Samncr  County,  together

Boath  by  the  line  of  said  Avenue  to  its  termination; 
thence  on  a  straight  line  extended  to  Dunlap  Street,  and 
by  the  line  of  said  street,  south  to  the  west  boundary  of 
Elmwood  Cemetery;  thence  by  said  boundary  line  to 
Walker  Avenue;  thence  by  Ae  line  of  Walker  Avenue 
west,  to  Bayou  Gayoso;  hence  northwardly  by  the  said 
Bayou  to  Gaines  Street,  and  by  the  line  of  this  street 
west,  to  the  Mississippi  River;  thence  northwardly  by 
the  meanderings  of  the  river  to  the  place  of  beginning, 
is  hereby  united  and  erected  into  one  city,  to  be  called 
the  City  of  Memphis.

These  limits  to 
remain  until  after  the.next  charter  election,  and  such 
time  thereafter  as  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen

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may  equalize  and  fix  anew  the  boundaries  of  the  wards, 
as  provided  iu  the  charter.  There  shall  also,  at  the 
election  on  the  first  Thursday  of  January  next,  be  elect- 
ed two  Aldermen  from  each  of  these  new  wards,  to  hold 
office  for  the  same  term,  and  on  the  same  conditions,  as 
the  Aldermen  from  the  other  wards  of  the  city. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  encuiedj  That  so  much  of  An  Act 
entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  the  charter  of  the  City  of 
Memphis,"  passed  November  24th,  1866,  as  empowers 
the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  to  appoint  Registers 
for  wards  in  the  city,  and  provides  for  ward  registra- 
tion, and  also  requires  the  voters  of  the  city  to  be  regis- 
tered in  their  respective  wards,  and  prescribes  penalties 
for  voting  without  such  registration,  the  same  is  hereby 
repealed;  the  voters  being  only  required  to  exhibit  their 
certificate  of  registration  from  the  Commissioner  of  Re- 
gistration of  Shelby  County,  and  to  be  residents  of  the 
city  to  entitle  them  to  vote  at  municipal  elections. 

Sec.  4t.  Beit  further  enacted^  That  the  Board  of  Mayor 
and  Aldermen,  for  the  purposes  of  funding  the  debt  of 
the  city,  shall  have  power  to  issue  the  bonds  of  the  city,

of  the  time  and  place  of  election,  in  the  daily  newspapers 
of  the  city;  and,  if  a  majority  of  all  those  voting  shall 
decide  against  the  proposition,  then  the  bonds  shall  not 
be  issued. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  this  Act  shall  take 
effect  from  and  after  its  passage.

AN  ACT  to   Incorporate  the  Tennessee  Horticultural  Society;  and 
for  other  purposes. 

Whereas,  A  nnmber  of  persons  have  been  heretofore, 
and  are  now,  associated  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
and  encouraging  the  study  and  practice  of  horticul- 
ture, for  improving  the  growth  or  vegetables,  plants,  Preamble, 
trees,  and  flowers,  and  introducing  new  varieties  and 
species  thereof;  and  propose,  by  exhibitions,  and  other- 
wise, to  create  a  spirit  of  competition,  and  to  disseminate 
useful  horticultural  knowledge,  in  all  its  branches;  avd 
whereas,  said  persons  are  desirous  of  becoming  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  for  those  purposes;  Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  That  P.  S.  Pall,  Wm.  Stockell, 
P.  H.  French,  Jas.  T.  Bell,  T.  Fanning,  A.  P.  GofiF,  L.  Incorporators 
C.  Lishey,  B.  Truitt,  Wm.  Richard,  G.  S.  Blackie,  H.  0. 
Jackson,  W.  H.  Harris,  P.  L.  Nichol,  W.  H.  Lyle,  D. 
Weaver  Hamilton,  and  N.  P.  Dortch,  and  such  other 
persons  as  may  hereafter  be  admitted,  are  constituted  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of 
the  "Tennessee  Horticultural  Society;"  and,  by  that 
name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  in  all  courts;  and  shall  have

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Qenercd  Asaembly  of 
the  State  of  Tennessee^  That  the  inhabitants  of  the  town 
of  Harrison  are  hereby  constituted  a  corporation  and  a 
body  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  town  of  "Har- 
rison;" and  by  that  name,  shall  have  perpetual  succession; 
may  sue  and  be  sued  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  Bights  and 
may  purchase,  receive  and  hold  proper^,  real,  personal,  P'i'^^g*- 
or  mixed,  within  or  without  the  corporation;  may  sell, 
lease,  or  dispose  of  the  same  for  the  benefit  of  the  corpo- 
ration; and  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  and 
change  it  at  pleasure.

Sbo.  2.  Beit  furUier  enacted,  That  the  corporation 
Boand'ryline^^^'^  include  the  oriffinal  boundary  laid  off  for  a  coanty 
site  at  Harrison,  and  each  other  parties  or  party  inter- 
eets  adjoining  said  corporation  as  may  desire  the  benefits 
of  this  Act,  And  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  and  r^ula-

Be^  furtheiT  enacted,  That  there  shall  be  a 
Council,  consisting  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen;  the  Board 
of  Aldermen  shall  consist  of  three  members  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  town.  No  person  shall  be  an 
Alderman  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see, and  a  bona  fide,  resident  of  the  corporation.  All 
vacancies  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen  shall  be  filled  by 
the  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  remaining  members. 

Sec.  4.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  Mayor  shall 
bo  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  corporation,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  shall 
be  elected  and  qualified.  No  person  sh&U  be  elected 
Mayor  who  is  not,  at  the  time,  a  citizen  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee,  and  a  bona  fide  resident  of  said  corporation. 
Where  two  or  more  persons  shall  have  an  equal  number 
of  votes  for  the  office  of  Mayor,  the  election  shall  be  re- 
ferred back  by  the  existing  Mayor  to  the  voters  of  the 
corporation;  and  said  election  shall  be  held  as  before, 
within  the  next  succeeding  ten  days.  In  case  the  office 
of  Mayor  is  made  vacant  by  death,  resignation,  or  other- 
wise, the  Aldermen  shkll  elect  his  successor,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  until  the  next  regular  election.  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of 
the  Council,  to  take  care  that  all  the  ordinances  of  the 
corporation  are  enforced,  respected  and  observed,  with- 
in the  corporation. 

Sbo.  6.  jBe  it  further  enacted.  That  there  shaU  be  one 
Marshal  and  three  Policemen  elected,  at  each  annual  elec- 
tion; no  person  shall  be  qualified  to  hold  the  office  of 
Marshal,  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Tennes- 
see, and  a  bona  fide  resident  in  the  corporation.  The 
Sheriff,  or  his  deputies,  shall  advertise,  and  hold  an  elec- 
tion for  the  offices  of  Mayor,  Aldermm,  Marshal,  and 
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Policeman,  on  the  last  Thursday  of  December,  1867,  and 
ever  thereafter,  on  the  last  Thursday  of  December  of 
each  year.    All  officers  nader  the  corporation  shall  hold  Terms  of 
their  offices  for  the  period  of  one  year,  unless  remoyed  offiee,  Toting, 
as  hereinafter  provided.    The    newly  elected  officers  ^^* 
shall  be  inductea  into  office  on  the  first  Monday  of  Jan- 
nary,  of  each  year.    All  persons  elected  to  office  in  the 
corporation,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  shall  sub- 
scribe to  an  oath,  to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge 
the  duties  of  their  office.    No  person  is  eligible  to  office 
in  the  corporation,  nor  qualified  to  yote  at  the  corpora- 
tion election,  who  is  not  competent  to  yote  for  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  and  a  hom,  fide  resident  under 
the  corporation. 

That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Marshal  to  enforce  the  obseryance,  and  obedience 
to  all  ordinances  passed  by  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Al- 
dermen; that^  he  shall  haye  under  his  charge,  the  police  ^^^  ^ 
of  the  corporation;  and  that  he  be  held  responsible  for  ManhaL 
the  conduct  of  the  police;  see  that  they  do  their  duty,  and 
fjBiithfully  report  any  n^lect  on  their  part  to  perform 
their  duty,  to  the  Board  of  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  who

Be  U  further  enacted,  That  the  Mayor  shall 
be  ex-offido  Recorder  and  Treasurer,  and  shall  give  bond  du J^of"* 
with  good  and  sufficient  security,  in  the  sum  of  fiye  Mayor, 
thousand  dollars,  payable  to  the  Board  of  Aldermen,  and 
their  successors  in  office,  conditioned  upon  the  faithful, 
honest  and  lawful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office; 
said  bond  to  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  County  Court 
The  Mayor  shall  also  keep  all  the  records  of  the  Coun- 
cil. That  the  Mayor  of  the  town  of  Harrison  shall  be, 
and  he  is  hereby,  inyested  with  concurrent  jurisdiction 
with  Justices  of  the  Peace,  in  all  cases  of  yiolation  of 
the  criminal  laws  of  the  State,  or  of  the  ordinances  of 
the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  town  of  Harrison,  with- 
in the  limits  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  Be  U  further  enacted.  That  the  Board  of  May- 
or and  Aldermen,  shall,  at  their  first  regular  meeting, 
appoint  an  Assessor,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  to  make  a 
just  and  accurate  assessment  of  all  property,  real  and^'^^"^^'* 
personal,  subject  to  corporation  tax,  and  return  the  same 
to  the  Mayor  by  the  16th  day  of  March  next  followinff 
his  appointment    Hisretora  shall  be  made  in  a  book 
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suitable  for  the  purpose.  His  return  of  real  estate  shall 
show,  when  coDsisting  of  town  lots:  1st,  Name  of  the 
owner;  2d,  Streets  upon  which  lots  are  located;  3d,  The 
number  of  lots;  4th,  Valuation  of  lots  and  improve- 
ments. His  return  of  real  estate,  other  than  town  lots, 
shall  show  the  name  of  the  owner,  the  district,  section, 
and  range,  number  of  acres,  and  valuation.  He  shall, 
also,  on  the  first  day  of  February,  report  to  the  Mayor, 
the  names  of  all  persons  under  the  cor])oration,  subject 
to  pay  a  license,  or  poll  tax.  No  person  shall  be  eligi- 
ble to  hold  the  ofiSce  of  Assessor  unless  he  be  a  bona  fide 
resident  of  the  corporation  of  Harrison;  and  he  shall, 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  take  an  oath 
to  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
office. 

Seo.  9.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Treasurer,  to  receive,  and  faithfully  keep,  all  mo- 
neys belonging  to  the  corporation,  and  receipt  for  the 
same;  and  to  pay  out  any  money  in  his  hands,  upon  the 
direction  of  the  Council.  He  shall  make,  and  have  com- 
pleted by  the  15th  of  May,  following  the  return  of  the 
Assessor,  a  duplicate  copy  of  said  return,  which  shall 
give  the  same  information  as  said  return;  and  in  addi- 
tion, the  amount  of  taxes  due  the  corporation,  upon  each 
separate  piece  of  property  within  the  corporation;  and 
also  the  amount  from  each  person  subject  to  license,  or 
other  special  tax.  The  aforesaid  copy  shall  be  furnished 
to  the  Marshal,  who  shall  immediately  commence  the 
collection  of  taxes  due  the  corporation;  and  he  shall  re- 
ceive and  receipt  for  the  same  until  the  15th  of  July 
following,  when  he  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  make  out 
a  list  of  those  who  may  be  delinquent.  Said  list,  if  upon 
real  estate,  shall  give  the  same  information  as  to  owner- 
ship, location,  valuation  and  tax,  as  the  tax  book.  After 
said  list  is  completed,  and  certified  to  by  the  Marshal 
to  be  correct,  he  shall  proceed  to  collect  said  delinquent 
taxes  by  condemnation  and  sale.  His  proceedings 
thereon  to  be  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  of  the  town  of  Harrison,  and  to  be  govern- 
ed by  the  same  laws  as  govern  county  officers  in  like 
cases. 

Sec.  10.  Be  U  further  enacted.  That  the  Chancery 
Court  of  Harrison,  is  hereby  invested  with  the  necessa- 
ry jurisdiction  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of 
the  foregoing  section,  so  far  as  the  same  authorizes  the 
corporation  of  the  town  of  Harrison  to  collect  taxes  by 
condemnation  and  sale  of  lands  or  town  lots. 

Sec.  11.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Marshal,

Beit  further  enacted,  That  the  Mayor  and 
Aldermen  shall  have  power,  by  Ordinance:

3d,  To  levy  and  collect  taxes  on  all  privileges  and  ^nond^or 
polls,  taxable  by  the  laws  of  the  State.  andAidermen

ment of  the  lawful  debts  and  expenses  of  the  corporation. 

5th,  To  establish  and  provide  for  a  system  of  free 
schools,  and  regulate  the  same. 

6th,  To  abate  or  remove  nuisances. 

7th,  To  open,  alter  or  abolish,  widen  or  extend,  estab- 
lish, grade,  pave,  or  otherwise  improve,  clean  and  keep 
in  repair,  streets,  public  squares,  alleys  and  sidewalks. 

8th,  To  erect  bridges,  culverts,  etc.,  and  keep  the 
same  in  repair.  g^m^^ 

9th,  To  provide  for  the  erection  of  any  buildings  ne- 
cessary for  the  use  of  the  corporation. 

10th,  To  suppress  gambling  houses,  disorderly  houses, 
and  bawdy  houses. 

llth,  To  regulate  the  police  of  the  corporation,  en- 
force fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties  for  the  breach  of 
any  ordinance,  and  to  provide  for  their  recovery  and 
appropriation;  provide  for  the  arrest  and  confinement  of 
all  rioters  and  disorderly  person  or  persons,  committing 
nuisances  within  the  corporation;  to  punish,  by  pecuni-g^j^^ 
ary  penalties,  for  breaches  of  the  peace,  noise,  disturb- 
ances. Sabbath-breaking,  or  disorderly  assemblages,  in 
any  street,  house,  or  place  in  the  corporation. 

12th,  To  provide  for  the  construction  and  repair  of 
all  sidewalks,  or  cleaning  the  same,  at  the  expense  of 
the  owners  of  the  ground  fronting  thereto, 

13th,  To  pass  all  ordinances,  not  contrary  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  State,  that  may  be  necessary  to 
carry  out  the  full  intent  and  meaning  of  this  Act.  All 
such  ordinances  to  be  published  in  the  town  papers, 
not  less  than  ten  days  berore  going  into  effect. 

Sec.  13.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  any  person  of 
persons,  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  under  this  Qaalifioati'ns 
charter,  shall  be  a  registered  and  duly  qualified  voter,  '^'  OfflowB. 
under  the  Act  commonly  known  as  the  "Franchise  Act;'' 
and  before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  such,  or  any  office

and  may  do  and  perform  all  other  acts,  as  natural  per- 
sons; and  shall  have  and  use  a  common  seal. 
Sec.  17.  Beit  further  enacted,  That  the  Mayor  and 
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Aldermen  of  the  Oity  of  Oleveland,  shall  have  power,  by

White's  Oreek  Tnrnpike  Boad,  with  eaid  Gkillatia  torn- 
pike,  to  a  point  intereeeting  the  Louieville  and  Nashville 
feranch  Tnrnpike  Boad,  any  where  within  five  miles  of 
the  City  of  Nashville,  or  the  Suspension  Bridge,  over 
Cumberland  River;  and,  after  having  designated  the  line 
of  said  road,  by  an  agreement  of  a  majority  of  said  Com- 
missioners, it  shall  be  their  dnty  to  open  books,  and  re- 
ceive subscriptions  for  the  purpose  of  building  said  road;

CHAPTER  LXXIX. 

AN  ACT  Incorporating  the  Winan  High  School  at  Knozville,  Ten- 
nessee; and  for  other  purposes. 

Whereas,  Sundry  citizens  of  Tennessee,  have  pur- 
chased suitable  grounds  in  Knoxville,  Tenn.,  and  erected 
thereon,  a  building,  for  the  purpose  of  religious  wor- 
ship, and  of  conducting  therein  a  first-class  High  School, 
for  males  and  females,  which  High  School  is  to  be 
under  the  goyernment  and  control  of  the  Winan  High 
Preamble.  School  League,  at  Knoxville — an  auxiliary  league  to 
the  Garnett  League  of  Harrisburg,  Penn.,  subject  to 
such  rules  and  restrictions  as  are  herein  set  forth ;  and 
whereas,  the  security  of  society,  the  supremacy  of 
the  laws,  and  the  preservation  of  our  civil  and  religious 
liberties — the  perpetuation  of  our  institutions,  and  of 
the  Union,  are  materially  dependant  upon  the  intelli- 
gence and  virtue  of  the  people;  and,  whereas,  it  is 
greatly  to  the  interest  of  the  State,  to  encourage  the 
erection  of  schools  and  colleges,  for  the  dissemination 
of  knowledge  and  education ;  Therefore, 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Q-eneral  Aesmbly  of 
the  State  of  Tennessee,  That  a  corporation  is  hereby 
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oonstitnted  and  establislied,  under  the  name  and  Btyle  of 
the  "Winan  High  School;"  and  in  that  name,  capable 
of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  Rights  and 
and  of  buying,  holding,  improving,  disposing  of,  govern-  privileges, 
ing  and  protecting  suitable  grounds  and  buildings,  for 
higher  educational  purposes,  in,  or  near  the  town  of 
Knoxville,  Knox  County,  State  of  Tennessee;  and, 
also,  capable  of  collecting  gifts,  grants  or  bequests, 
made  to  the  purposes  of  education  in  said  institution. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  A.  E.  Anderson, 
John  Dogan,  J.  B.  Young,  Henderson  Alexander,  F.  corporators- 
Shade,  and  Henry  Gueron,  and  their  successors  in 
office,  shall  constitute  the  aforesaid  corporation,  and 
have  succession  for  thirty  years ;  and  they  shall  have 
power  to  create,  by  receiving  gifts,  grants,  or  bequests, 
and  to  preserve  a  fund,  or  funds,  to  an  amount  not  ex-  Powers, 
ceeding  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  for  the  endow- 
ment and  maintenance  of  said  Winan  High  School; 
fix  the  course  of  studies  for  pupils,  and  engage  or  dis- 
charge professors  or  teachers.

Be  it  enacted  bu  the  Oener<d  Assembly  of 
the  StaJte  (f  Tennessee^  That  the  formation  of  a  company 
is  hereby  authorized,  which,  when  formed,  shall  be  a  body 
corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  X)f  the  "Knoxville, 
Sevierville  and  Big  Pigeon  Railroad  Company;"  and  by 
such,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  buy,  hold,  receive  by  gift  or 
otherwise,  real  and  personal  property,  make  contracts; 
make  all  necessary  by-laws,  and  do  all  other  lawful  acts 
which  may  be  necessary  for  the  bnsiness  of  the  corpora- 
tion hereby  created;  and  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal, 
and  to  destroy  or  alter  the  same  at  will  and  pleasure.

at  Athens,  Tennessee;"  and  the  said  Trustees,  as  such 
Regents,  shall  have  power  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  all 
the  courts  in  this  State;  shall  be  capable,  and  are  here- 
by empowered,  to  take  to  themselves  and  their  succes- 
sors, by  purchase,  devise,  gift,  bequest,  or  otherwise,  any 
estate,  either  real  or  personal  property  of  any  descrip- 
tion whatever,  and  to  dispose  of  the  same,  by  sale,  lease 
or  otherwise,  for  the  advancement  of  said  Normal  School..

see Wesleyan  College;  (now  University;)  and  said  Re- 
gents shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  period  they  hold 
the  position,  respectively,  of  Trustees  of  said  University. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  said  Normal  School 
shall  be  under  the  general  supervision  and  control  of 
the  said  Regents;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  pass 
such  general  laws,  and  adopt  such  general  rules  for  the 
government  of  said  Normal  School,  not  inconsi»tent  with 
the  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  State  of  Tennessee, 
as  may,  by  them,  be  thought  best  calculated  to  effect  the 
Object  of  its  establishment.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oenerdl  Assembiy  cf 
the  State  qf  TertTieseee,  That  An  Act,  entitled  "An  Act  to 
incorporate  the  Tennessee  Pacific  Railroad  Company,  j^.  ^^       _ 
and  for  other  purposes,"  passed  May  22d,  1866,  so  far  as^yg^and  prlTw 
the  said  Act  applies  to  the  Kingston  Turnpike  Company,  leges, 
be  so  amended,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  President 
and  Directors  of  «aid  company,  to  exercise  the  same 
privileges,  powers  and  rights,  as  to  the  purchase  of  lots 
of  land  on  which  to  erect  houses  for  the  use  of  the  agents  # 
of  the  company;  and  to  cut,  dig,  quarry  and  take  from

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Sec.  2.  Be  U  further  enacted,  That  said  President 
PaymeDt  of  ^"^  Directors  shall  have  power  to  make  calls  on  stock- 
Stook,  efce.  holders  for  the  payment  of  stock,  in  soch  installments  as 
they  may  deem  expedient;  and  in  the  event  any  stock- 
holder fails  or  refuses  to  pay  the  calls  made  on  his  stock, 
the  said  President  and  Directors  shall  have  the  power 
to  proceed  for  its  collection,  in  the  Circait  Court,  or  be- 
fore a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  in  the  manner  pointed  out 
by  section  2  of  said  Act,  chartering  the  Franklin  Turn- 
pike  Company. 

Sec.  3.  Be  U  further  enacted^  That  said  road  shall  be

or  head  of  cattle,  in  a  drove,  three  cents;  for  each  head 
of  hogs  or  slieep,  one  cent;  Provided,  that  said  company 
F^fiso         ^^*'^  power  to  make  contracts  with  persons  travel- 

ing over  said  road,  to  pay  by  the  month  or  year,  on  such 
terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon.  And  whenever  five  miles 
^  more  of  said  road  shall  have  been  completed,  as  afore- 
said, said  company  shall  have  power  to  erect  another 
toll-gate,  and  charge  and  collect  toll  as  aforesaid;  and 
so  on,  for  each  five  miles  of  road  so  completed. 

Sec.  5.  Be  it  further  enacted,    That,  if,  at  any  time, 

May  Bumn*r  said  company  shall  desire  to  do  so,  they  may  surrender 

franchi8e8,eto  said  road  and  its  franchises  to  the  County  Court  of 

Knox  County;  which  company  sliall,  from  that  time,  be 

exempt  from  all  further  liability  on  account  of  said  road; 
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which  court  shall  thenceforth,  hold  said  road  as  its  own 
absolute  property. 

Sec.  6.  Beit  furtJier  enacted,  That  wherever  the  words  >j   i.  x    i 
"par  value"  occur  in  said  Act,  which  this  is  intended  to    *'*''*  "*• 
amend,  the  same  be  amended  by  the  substitution  of  the 
words  "market  value." 

Sec.  7.  Be  it  further  enacted,   That  said  company 
shall  have  power  to  make  such  by-laws  and  rules  for  the  By-Laws,  etc 
government  of  said  company,  and  to  enforce  the  collec- 
tion of  toll,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  not  inconsist- 
ent with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  State. 

Sec.  8.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  the  other  turn- 
piko  companies,  chartered  by  said  Act,  which  this  in-  OtherTurnp'e 
tended  to  amend,  shall  have  all  the  benefits  of  this  Companiea.

CHAPTER  XCIX. 

AN  ACT  to  ComprUe  in  one,  all  the  Acts  and  Amendments  to  the 
Charter  of  the  Town  of  McMinnville;  and  for  other  purposes. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Tennessee^  That  the  following  boundary 
shall  constitute  the  limits  of  the  corporation  of  the 
town  of  McMinnville,  in  the  County  of  Warren,  to-wit: 
Beginning  at  the  McMinnville  &  Manchester  Railroad  Boundary  line 
bridge,  on  the  Barren  Fork;  running  thence,  with  the  of  McMinnv*e 
river  to  the  Chattanooga  Ford;  thence,  with  a  direct 
line  to,  and  including  the  residence  of  Ja8.W.  Johnston; 
thence,  with  a  direct  line,  to  the  North  Ford  of  the  Bar- 
ren Fork;  thence,  with  the  river  to  the  mouth  of  the 
North  Spring  branch;  thence,  with  a  direct  line  to  the 
Bast  corner  of  John  Wells' lot  of  thirteen  acres;  thence, 
with  a  direct  line,  to  the  South-east  corner  of  Samuel 
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P.  Pennebaker'B  land,  at  the  mouth  of  the  lane  lead- 
ing to  the  residence  of  Thos.  B.  Marry;  thence  with  a 
direct  line  West,  with  said  Pennebaker's  South  line, 
and  on  to  the  8mithville  road,  near  the  house  of  Towns 
Webb;  thence,  with  a  direct  line  to  the  Bound  Honse; 
thence,  with  a  direct  line  to  the  Richardson  Spring; 
thence,  with  a  direct  line  to  the  beginning. 

8ec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  town  of 
McMinnville  aforesaid,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  be- 
ing a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style 
of  the  "Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  town  of  McMinn- 
yille,"  shall  have  perpetual  succession;  and  by  their 
corporate  name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity;  grant,  re- 
ceive, purchase  and  hold,  real,  personal  and  mixed  pro- 
perty, or  dispose  of  the  same,  for  the  benefit  of  said 
town;  and  may  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  be 
changed  at  pleasure. 

Seo  3.  Be  it  further  enacbedy  That  there  shall  be 
elected,  on  the  last  Saturday  in  December  in  each  and 
every  year,  by  the  qualified  voters  resident  within  said 
corporation — said  electors  to  have  the  qualifications  of 
electors  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly — ^a  Mayor 
and  six  Aldermen,  who  shall  have  been  residents  of 
said  town  for  one  year  last  past,  of  the  age  of  twenty 
one  years,  and  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  for 
members  of  the  General  Assembly,  who  shall  hold 
their  offices  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  a.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Sheriff, 
or  the  officer  or  appointee  who  shall  hold  said  election, 
shall  deliver  to  the  persons  so  elected,  within  two  days 
thereafter,  a  certificate  of  their  election.  And  the  per- 
sons so  elected  may  meet  on  the  following  Monday, 
any  number  not  less  than  five,  being  a  quorum,  and 
qualify  by  taking  and  subscribing  to  the  oath  required 
of  all  civil  officers,  including  the  oath  prescribed  in  the 
third  section  of  the  Franchise  Act.

Seo.  6.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  the  Board  of 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  shall  appoint  a  Recorder,  Treas- 
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nrer,  and  Oonstable,  who  shall  qualify  as  prescribed  in 

sections   4  and  5,  for  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  and  other  offioen, 

give  bond  and  sufficient  security  for  the  faithful   per- to  gWe  bond,' 

formance  of  the  duties  of  their  position,  in  such  sums  ^^' 

as  the  Board  may  prescribe,  and  who  shall  hold  their 

offices  during  the  term  of  said  Board;  Provided^  that 

the  said  Board  shall  have  power  to  remove,,  each  or  all 

of  them,  at  any  regular  or  called  meeting,  when,  in  its 

judgment,  it  may  1^  expedient,  and  their  places  shall 

be  filled  as  aforesaid. 

Sso.  7.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  Mayor  and  BemoTals. 
Aldermen  may  be  removed  from  office,  for  any  misde- 
meanor or  malfeasance  in  office,  in  the  same  way  that 
other  officers  are,  under  the  laws,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
indictment  by  the  grand  jury. 

Sso.  8.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  corporation 
aforesaid,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  enact 
such  laws  and  ordinances  necessary  and  proper  to  pre- 
serve  the  health  of  the  town,  prevent  and  remove  nu-  y*^^*' 
isances,  establish  a  night  watch,  patrol  and  police;

tion  and  regulation  of  a  fire  company  or  companies,  and  privileges, 
the  sweeping  of  chimneys;  to  procure  water  by  sinking 
wells,  cisterns,  or  otherwise,  and  erect  and  regulate 
pumps  in  the  streets;  to  restrain  tippling  houses;  to 
impose  and  appropriate  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures 
for  the  breach  of  by-laws  and  ordinances;  to  lay  and 
collect  taxes  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  the  necessary 
measures  and  powers  herein  granted,  into  operation,

AN  ACT  to  Incorporate  the  NaahTille  Colored  BenoTolent  Society. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  State  <^  Tennessee,  Tl^t  Adam  Young,  R.  D. 
Campbell,  Robert  Dickerson^  Thos.  Campbell,  Ephraim 
Pickett,  Henry  Stockard,  Armstead  Shelby,  Major 
Allen,  T.  J.  Bell,  George  Dickerson,  Mike  McKay, 
Jerry  Mallory,  Daniel  Williams,  and  all  others  who 
are  now,  or  who  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them, 
are  hereby  declared  a  body  corporate,  under  the  name 
and  style  of  the  'Nashville  Colored  Benevolent  So- 
ciety." 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted^  That  said  society  shall 
afford  relief  and  assistance  to  its  members,  and  of  the

Be  it  enacted  by  the  0-eneral  Assembly  of 
the  State  of  Tennessee^  That  all  property,  estate,  real, 
personal,  or  mixed,  situated  or  belonging  in  said  city,  T«  valuation 
which  is  subject  to  State  taxes,  shdl  be  assessed  ana     ^^^^^' 
listed  for  taxation  therein  at  the  fair  and  full  worth  and 
market  value  and  price  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted^    That  the  valuation  of 
a  stock  of  merchandise,   or  in  trade    of  any  person  or 
company,  and  of  the  capital  or  assets   of  any  private  Merchants, 
banker,  or  agent  of  any  insurance  company,  shall  be  of  Bankers,  Ins. 
the  average  capital  (as  to  such  insurance   agent  of  each  ^***»  **^' 
principal  for  which  or  when  he  acts  as  agent  separately) 
employed,  or  used,  or  operated  upon,  during  the  pre- 
vious year;  and  as  to  corporations,   of  the  aggregate 
shares  of  stock,  or  capital,  on  the  10th  day  of  January 
previous,  so  that  the  same  will  be  uniform  with  the  val-  trustees  and 
nation  of  the   shares  separately.
